(Continued from Jast week) 


While Elmer was fishing, Fern 
‘taysd behind at camp where she 
washed her hair, did sume Jaun- 
dry. wrote letters and picked 
wild blueberries for dinner. Mos- 
ouitoes and flies were exception- 
ally thick, considering how cold 
the nights were, and when walk- 
ing threugh the brush where 
one stirred them up it was al 
most impossible to ureathe with- 
out inhaling them. 

Msoquitoes were just mosqui- 
toes and they bit like mosquitoes 
do at home with tne same result- 
ng it-h; but there was some spe- 
cies of fly which did far more 
damage. Fern didn’t even realize 
bow badly she was being hitten 
while picking bermes until she 
resurned to camp and found 
blood running down inside her 
anklets. The bites each swelled 
in an area about the size of a 
quarter and were 30 thick they 
overlapped, felt nard to th> 
touch and itched iike fury in 
spite of any and ail medication. 

Even weeks later an exposure 
to heat or a hot bath would 
start the itching again. 

Marge, o!ld timer that she was, 
‘had them too, and an Anchorage 
doctor was treating hers with an- 
tibiotics. 

Moral: Don’t lel your hus- 
band take both bottles of insect 
repelant with him when he goes 
fishing. 

While Doc Hufman’s camp has 
no modern facilities, no electri- 
city., no drinking water even. ex- 
eept as dipped from a nearly 
stream, we would still recom- 
mend it to anyone interested in 
hunting or fishing in Alaska. The 
camp overlooks Paxson Lake. 
and the wooden-floored canvas 
copped “cabins” are clean and 
comfortable. 

Each is equipped for “ligut 
housekeeping” with a three bur- 
ner oil stove, a gasoline lamp, 
dishes, a table, stools, a bed ete. 
and the Hufmans are--friendly 
and intelligent. 

It is dificult to imagine on2 
giving up a luerative dental 
ornctice for such a primitive way 
of life but he says he not only 
prefers it. but makes more mo- 
nev than he did in the city, 

He still does an occasional ex- 
traction when someone has a 
toothache. but, of course, with- 
out electric power he has no 
ecuipment with wnich to work. 
He had even extracted some of 
his own teeth and offered Elmer 
a sheep hunt later in the season 
if he were interested in staying 
ov! nd would complete his up- 
pe rextractions in exchange for 
the hunt 

Bob and Elmer returned to 
camp about midnight with 13 
grayling between them. Nicc 
trout ranging from 10 to 16 in- 
ches. In that they had had n>- 
thing to eat since an early break- 
fast except a couple of candy 
bars, we cleaned the fish and had 
a late dinner of luscious cold 
water trout and freshly picked 
blueberries. We had the same 
menu for breakfast the next day 
before saying goodbye to the 
Hufmans and Donaways and 
starting our long trek home. 

We drove back down the Ri- 
chardson Highway to its inter- 
section with the Glenn, and then 
turned east on Gienn Highway 
and followed it until we met the 
Alaska Highway. Thus, with the 
exception of the road on the 
Kenai Peninsula, we covered ab- 
out every trasversable road in 
Alaska. 

We reached the Alaskan-Yu- 
kon border at 6:00 and although 
the customs office ere at Seot- 
ty Creek is supposed to be open 
24 hours a day we were met with 
a sight which read, “Gone to 


Spiner, Cars wilh remiss ir 
Tne?’ Se we weattee cer heuer for 
His honors return, and, of 
course, promptly last another 
hour as soon as we crossed inio 
vhe Yukon. 

At this customs again we had 
to go through the vrovedure of 
proving that we had enough mo- 
ney to tike us safely down the 
Alaska Hiehway and out of Can- 
ada. We were interested to note 
that two cars in the line ahead of 
as were turned back into Alaska 
ss having insufficient funds for 
'e trip, and we eouldn’t help 
hit wonder Wuat would become 
of them fur one certainly 
souldn’t live in Alaska long with 
out money. 

We stopped at an unfinished 
lodge near the border, climbed a 
‘-dder to an upstairs ryom which 
had ab-olutely nothing in it ¢x- 

pt a bad---not ¢ven a curtain 
nor a shade at the window—and 
we were back in Canada again. 
But this nlace, being new, was at 
least clean, 

One thing the Yukon does is 
to furnish a cvamprround about 
every fifty miles along the High- 
way. These campgrounds eor- 
sist of a cleared area near a ri- 
ver or stream upon which has 
been erected a Luilding that 
houses a big old fashioned cook 
stove, a large picnic type table: 
and, in some instances, a fire- 
place. 

When we awoke the 
morning to rain on the roof we 
decidce ta step at the first of 
‘hese shelters, make coffee and 
cook the last three of our gray- 
ung for breakfast. 

So we stertid ou’ in the cold. 
dark, dreary morning. but hae 
only driven a half hour or xo 
when we came to % section of 
road under repair. Here they re- 
cently had been blasting aut the 
side of a mountain which was en- 
vroaching on the roadbed. which 
in turn was built on a ledge ov- 
erlooking White River. i 

We had started down the hill 
with its series of dips and bumrs 
(Elmer was driving) and were 
attempting to avcid the loose 
socks on the ros’ bed when 
rash! bang! and tno Ford statt- 
vd to “shake. rattle and roll” ev- 
en more than usual. 

We stopped at once and sat 
for a minute listening to the rain 
ond the loose nicees of rock and 
shale still sliding dowr the 
mountain side. Our Milepost tol 
us we were just beyond mile 
1170, Ahead of us we could see 
a bridge crew repairing a bridge 
over the river, and beyond that 
and around a bend a slender col 
vmn of smoke risiag above the 
trees and marking the Jocation 
of White River Lone, “open 24 
hours for room, ana gas and oil 
service, with cafe service at re- 
gular daytime hours. There are 
modern showers and plumbing 
convenient to the rooms, and 1 
beer parlor is operated in con- 
nection with the lodge. Tlus is 9 
newly opened establishment and 
other facilities will be added 
during the 1955 season.” (from 
the Milepost.)

days, but as it was, before long 
Fern saw an old army 4x4 tuil- 


ing up the slope driven by a 
young fellow, acectnpanied by 
lmer.
